Suspect sought 
in attempted 
takeout assault 

injuries Halifax Regional 
Police are looking for a 
man who tried to sexually 
assault a Charles Street 
woman yesterday while 
pretending to be a takeout 
driver.

More riots

Hundreds of people are ex¬ 
pected to line Canada’s 
Highway of Heroes today 
to pay tribute to the three 
soldiers killed in Afghan¬ 
istan, marking both their 
sacrifice and the grim mile¬ 
stone of 100 Canadian sol¬ 
diers killed on active duty 
there. 

The bodies of Warrant Of¬ 
ficer Robert John Wilson, 
Pte. Demetrios Diplaros and 
Cpl. Mark Robert McLaren 
— victims Friday of an ex¬ 
plosive device near Kanda¬ 


har — will make the now- 
familiar journey from CFB 
Trenton in Ontario to a 
Toronto’s coroner’s office. 

Expected to attend the 
repatriation ceremony are 
Gov. Gen. Michaelle Jean, De¬ 
fence Minister Peter MacKay 
and Chief of Defence Staff 
Gen. W.J. Natynczlc. 

The militaiy plane carry¬ 
ing the bodies is scheduled 
to land at Trenton at 2 p.m. 
EST. Hearses are expected to 
leave the base around 3 
p.m. EST and reach Toronto 


at about 5:15 p.m. EST. 

The public tributes for 
Canada’s fallen along the 
172-kilometre route have 
caused commentators in 
other countries, including 
Britain, to take note and 
wonder why its own mili- 
taiy victims aren’t similarly 
honoured. 

As is the custom, a guard 
of honour in Trenton will 
greet the aircraft cariying 
the three bodies and cariy 
them to tarmac. 

Toronto police, fire and 


EMS officers will be at the 
scene, and along the route, 
and tip their hats in salute. 

Veterans in uniform will 
also gather along the route 
and dip their regimental 
colours. The Maple Leaf flag 
will be on display on over¬ 
pass railings, flown at half- 
mast on flagpoles and held 
aloft by onlookers.

Three of four 
men released 
in shooting

investigation Three of the 
four men arrested after Jim¬ 
my Melvin Jr.’s shooting 
have been released. 

Melvin was shot behind a 
Cowie Hill apartment build¬ 
ing at 30 Ridgevalley Rd. on 
Thursday night. 

Police officers were so 
close by, they heard the 
shots and came running. A 
911 call came in saying a 
man was suffering from a 
gunshot wound inside an 
apartment at the front of 
the building. Melvin, 26, 
was shot in the abdomen. 

As of yesterday afternoon, 
Melvin was still recovering 
at the QEII, although the 
hospital wouldn’t release 
his condition. 

About an hour-and-a-half 
after the shooting, four men 
were arrested in Bayers Lake 
Business Park. Three of 
them were released on Fri¬ 
day, and police aren’t saying 
why. 

The fourth, a 24-year-old 
man, had his parole revoked 
and was turned over to the 
Central Nova Correctional 
Facility. A police spokesman 
said yesterday he didn’t 
know how the man had bro¬ 
ken his parole. 

No charges have been laid 
in Melvin’s shooting. 

In late November, police 
promised “unprecedented 
measures” to stop the 
resumption of an alleged 
drug war between two fami¬ 
lies. Three days after Melvin 
was released from prison, 
his father was shot at 
outside a pizza shop in Spiy- 
field. 

The next day, an associate 
of Melvin’s was shot in the 
wrist outside the IWK chil¬ 
dren’s hospital.

Anti-coalition rally gets heated 

Debate flares as supporters join 200 protesters at Sackville Landing

Protesters for and against 
a coalition government 
came face to face at a 
downtown Halifax rally 
Saturday. 

More than 200 anti-coali¬ 
tion demonstrators show¬ 
ed up at Sackville Landing, 
many carrying signs rang¬ 
ing from “No Secret Deals” 
to “Jack is Waclc.” About a 
dozen pro-coalition pro¬ 
testers showed up and held 
their own signs at the 
back. 

It didn’t take long to 
spark a debate. 

“My foreign investments 
are down the tube. My 
Canadian investments over 
the last six months have 
held their own. Why? Be¬ 
cause we have stability,” 
said one Toiy supporter. 

“Is it stable to lock the 
opposition out of govern¬ 
ment for two months? 
That’s not stable. That’s 
not doing your job as 
prime minister,” said his 
disputant. 

For about an hour, 
speakers — including four 


provincial cabinet minis¬ 
ters and Tory MP Gerald 
Keddy — gave fiery speech¬ 


es lambasting the Liberals 
for selling out to “socialists 
and separatists.” 


“The once-proud Liberal 
party has been reduced to 
a rump with a failed 


| leader, failed policies and 
g now a failed last-ditch des- 
§ perate attempt to gain 
§ power at any cost,” said ral- 
| ly organizer Scott Arm- 
| strong. 

| The smaller group of 
coalition supporters ar¬ 
gued that 60 per cent of 
Canadians voted for the 
opposition parties com¬ 
bined. They said a coalition 
government is legitimate, 
whether the Conservatives 
like it or not. 

“Whatever leader can 
garner the confidence of 
the House can form the 
government. Right now 
Stephen Harper is not that 
leader,” said protester Kai 
Miller. 

The arguments were 
heated but peaceful. Keddy 
said the coalition support¬ 
ers were rude to protest 
the rally. But others appre¬ 
ciated the diversity of 
views. 

“Thanks for coming out 
today to express your opin¬ 
ions,” said one Tory sup¬ 
porter to a pro-coalition 
student protester. 

“Thank you,” replied the 
student. “And thanks for 
the hot chocolate.” 


Mosher seeks protection 
for Northwest Arm view

Linda Mosher is on a per¬ 
sonal crusade to save the 
view of the Northwest 
Arm. 

The Purcell’s Cove-Arm- 
dale Councilor wants the 
view to have the same 
sightline protection as the 
Citadel. 

“To me, it’s a very key 
sightline that we should 
protect,” she said. 

“When you come down 
and you’re stuck trying to 
get in the rotaiy and you 
look out, the view changes 
everything.” 

Boats peeking out of the 
fog with the Dingle Tower 
standing sentinel makes it 
one of the best sights in 
the city. 

There are no impeding 
high-rise developments to 
prompt her concern, but 
Mosher said that the view 


has been threatened in the 
past, and she’s looking to 
protect it for the future. 

A few years ago, for ex¬ 
ample, Maritime Life re¬ 
quested a pedway across 
Joseph Howe Drive. 

“When they called me, I 
said over my dead body,” 
Mosher said. 

Overpasses were brought 
up as an idea when the ro¬ 
tary was changed to a 
roundabout. 

“I didn’t want to see that 
because you’d have these 
big concrete structures 
with lengthy retaining 
walls. So now we’ve got 
the roundabout configured 
... but in 20 years someone 
could come back with an 
overpass proposal.” 

Mosher said she thinks 
even the new signs at the 
roundabout are too big and 
obstruct the view. 

She adds that there are 
important historical places 
around the Northwest Arm 


Tower recognized 

• It's not official yet, but 
Coun. Linda Mosher said 
the Dingle Tower will soon 
be recognized as a national 
historic site. 

The stone tower over¬ 
looking Northwest Arm re¬ 
cently celebrated its centen¬ 
nial birthday. 

It was built in 1908 to sig¬ 
nify 150 years of representa¬ 
tive government in Nova 
Scotia. 

the public needs to see. 

“Dead Man’s Island, for 
one, the Armdale Yacht 
Club used to be a prison, 
you’ve got Sir Sanford 
Fleming Park, and you’ve 
got the 30-metre high Din¬ 
gle Tower.” 

Mosher is going to bring 
up the issue of protecting 
the view at tomorrow 
night’s city council meet¬ 
ing.

In all their cases since 
2003, there hasn’t been 
one conviction of a hu¬ 
man-rights offender. 

“We’ve got very corrupt 
institutions that are not 
accountable to the people 
and they haven’t been able 
to protect them,” Petras 
says. “We’re talking about 
the judiciary, the election 
commission, which failed 
to protect the vote in 


2008, earlier this year. 
We’ve got a police force 
that has been involving it¬ 
self in many human-rights 
violations.” 

The power-sharing 
agreement between Presi¬ 
dent Robert Mugabe and 
Prime Minister Morgan 

_Tsvangirai 

has been 
signed but 
not imple¬ 
mented; leav¬ 
ing the coun¬ 
try without a 
functioning 
government 
for the past 
eight months 
and creating 
a brutal situation. 

“Nothing has changed. If 
anything, we have seen an 
escalation in rights viola¬ 
tions of late,” says Makoni. 
“This agreement is a 
clause to protect life and 
to allow free political ac¬ 
tivities, yet freedom of as¬ 
sembly and association 
and freedom of expression 
and activists continue to 
be targeted.” 

Petras says winning the 
John Humphrey award has 
special meaning. 

“For this kind of recog¬ 
nition so far from home, it 
gives us hope. It’s very re¬ 
assuring to know that the 
international community 
is watching what’s hap¬ 
pening in Zimbabwe.”

The socially aware flock to Net

The days of the anti¬ 
social computer nerd are 
numbered. 

A new study by Statistics 
Canada says that although 
Canadians are spending a 
little less time face-to-face, 
they are more socially in¬ 
volved than before. 

It turns out the people 
hiding behind their lap¬ 
tops are actually as social 
as anyone else. 

That’s good news for 
Laura Avelar, a fourth-year 
student at Mount St. Vin¬ 
cent University. She’s a 
self-confessed Internet ad¬ 
dict, and says she doesn’t 
like to go out that much. 


She uses the Internet to 
keep in touch with people 
she likes in the “real 
world.” 

Half the time people are 
online, they’re doing so¬ 
cial things like e-mailing, 
instant messaging or mak¬ 
ing online phone calls. 
The study finds that peo¬ 
ple who spend a lot of 
time online also use the 
phone more often. 

Ben Veenhof, one of the 
authors of the study, says 
this proves there’s a shift 
in how we socialize. 

He says that often, the 


Internet is used to arrange 
in-person meetings be¬ 
tween friends and family 
and to keep in touch be¬ 
tween those meetings. 

Avelar thinks the Inter¬ 
net is great for keeping in 
touch. 

“You get to talk to a lot 
of people that you can’t 
normally reach in the for- 
real world, but at the 
same time, it can be really 
isolating if you’re using it 
less for social networking 
and more for just personal 
entertainment. 

“I can just spend hours 


on blogs, clicking on 
links, not even talking to 
people.” 

Spending hours surfing 
allows Internet users to 
find out what’s going on 
in their communities and 
gives them ways to get in¬ 
volved. 

Veenhof says frequent 
Internet users are more 
likely to volunteer. Six¬ 
teen per cent of people 
who spend more than one 
hour a day on the Internet 
volunteer more than 15 
hours a month. Almost 13 
per cent of non-Internet 
users did the same. 

In 2007, 78 per cent of 
HRM residents were Net 
surfers — higher than the 
73 per cent national aver¬ 
age.

“They were killed for what I 
am,” said Krista Ash, one of 
14 Dalhousie University stu¬ 
dents who held a candle in 
Saturday night’s campus 
vigil honouring the 14 
women killed in the Mon¬ 
treal Massacre. 

On Dec. 6, 1989, Marc 
Lepine went on a shooting 
rampage in the Engineering 
department at the Ecole 
Polytechnique in Montreal. 
He used a semi-automatic ri¬ 
fle to shoot into classrooms, 
hallways and the cafeteria. 
Twelve engineering stu¬ 
dents, a nursing student and 
a student working in the fi¬ 
nancial services office — all 
women — were killed. Four¬ 


teen others were injured. 

In one classroom, Lepine 
shot a round into the ceil¬ 
ing and told the men to 
leave. 

He lined the remaining 
nine women against the 
wall. “I hate feminists,” he 
said,” and shot the lineup 
left to right, killing six. 

Nathalie Provost, a stu¬ 
dent injured in the lineup, 
pleaded, “Look, we are just 
women studying engineer¬ 
ing ... just students intent 
on leading a normal life.” 

The terror of that day is 
still felt. Elizabeth McCor¬ 
mack, co-ordinator for Dal¬ 
housie Women’s Centre, 
was a first-year student at 
McGill University in 1989. 

McGill “was on security 
lockdown for exams,” Mc¬ 
Cormack said, “terrified of a 


copycat.” 

“The Montreal Massacre is 
about us,” she noted during 
the ceremony. Afterward, 
each of the 14 Dalhousie stu¬ 
dents, one after another, lit a 
candle in the name of a 
murdered student. 

“It was veiy emotional to 
stand holding a candle, to 
be given a name — veiy 
humbling,” Ash said. 

“It was overwhelming,” 
another student, Alana 
Robertson, 22, said. 

The message of the quiet 
candlelight vigil, in contrast 
to the terror of hate and 
gunfire, is powerful: Stand 
up, don’t forget. 

“We are them,” Zhandra 
Gillis, 24, a key organizer of 
the event said. 

“It’s important to honour 
them.”

Liberals proposing to find new party leader before Parliament returns 


Stepping down 


Federal Liberals are mov¬ 
ing to dramatically expe¬ 
dite their leadership con¬ 
test to have a new leader 
in place by the time Par¬ 
liament returns in late 
January. 

That would give Canadi¬ 
ans an “alternative” to 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper in time for a key 
budget vote and at a time 
when a Liberal-led coali¬ 
tion is making its case to 
take over government, one 
party strategist said. 


“There’s too much at 
stake for us and for the 
country. We’ve got to get 
our act together,” he said 
in an interview yesterday. 

The push for a hasty 
contest to replace current 
Leader Stephane Dion got 
a big boost yesterday when 
the two front-runners — 
Toronto MPs Michael Ig- 
natieff and Bob Rae — 
both voiced support for 
moving ahead the leader¬ 
ship selection. 

“I think that Mr. Dion 


• Dion had already announced 
he was stepping down after 
leading the party to one of its 
worst ever election showings 
in the Oct. 14 vote. However, 

has to consider his op¬ 
tions,” Ignatieff (Etobi- 
colce-Lalceshore) said yes¬ 
terday. 

“There’s an emerging 
feeling in the caucus that,

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Dirty truth about wasteful dishwashing

Which is better for the en¬ 
vironment when washing 
dishes — hand-washing or 
dishwasher? 

It depends on the wash¬ 
er. How conserving is the 
person washing the dish¬ 
es? How water-efficient is 
the dishwasher? One 
study concluded that to 
wash 12 place settings, it 
took on average 113 litres 
for hand-washing as com¬ 
pared to 15 litres for a 
dishwasher. Other litera¬ 
ture cites 30 to 53 litres of 
water per dishwasher 


wash for older models (12 
years or more) and 10 to 
38 litres per wash for new¬ 
er ones. Hand washing 
figures ranged from nine 
litres to 113 litres per 
wash. 

The 113 litres seems ex¬ 
traordinarily high. So, I 
decided to do my own ex¬ 
periment. If you live in a 
house in HRM, you have 
access to a water meter 
that records consumption. 
I ran three tests using the 
water meter in my house. 

I filled our five-year-old 
Energy Star dishwasher 
and counted the exact 
items. I ran it on normal 
setting and used air dry (to 
save energy). This wash 
used 28 litres of water. 

I then waited two days, 
used the exact number of 
items, and hand-washed 
them in a plugged sink. I 
rinsed them with a low- 


flow rinsehead. This used 
11 litres. 

Would I have waited 
two days normally to hand 
wash dishes? Probably 
not, so the 11 litres may 
be increased a bit with 
two or three smaller wash¬ 
es. I then tried the dish¬ 
washer on light wash. It 
used 20 litres. 

Much of the electricity 
dishwashers use is to heat 
water. Hot water is most 
likely used in hand-wash¬ 
ing, too. Materials are 
used to create, ship, and 
dispose of a dishwasher, 
so likely a full-life cycle 
cost would see efficient 
hand washing slightly 
ahead of an efficient dish¬ 
washer on the environ¬ 
mental side. 

Newer Energy Star-rated 
dishwashers use as little 
as 12 litres per wash. If 
you are buying a new dish¬ 


washer, buy Energy Star, 
and look at the litres per 
wash cycle information 
for the lowest possible 
number. 

If you are using a dish¬ 
washer now, run it when it 
is full, use air dry and tiy 
the light cycle if you have 
one. If you are handwash¬ 
ing, save up a sink full of 
dishes, soak, and rinse us¬ 
ing a low-flow aerator. 

If you want to tackle wa¬ 
ter consumption in the 
house, also think about 
low-flow or dual flush toi¬ 
lets, low-flow shower- 
heads and aerators, water- 
efficient washing ma¬ 
chines, and rain barrels.

Stronger financial 
rules to come in 
Obama's strategy 


President-elect Barack 
Obama said yesterday he 
would put strong new 
financial regulations at 
the centre of his econom¬ 
ic-recovery program to 
force more accountability 
on the banking industry. 

Obama again warned 
that the U.S. economic cri¬ 
sis, which saw the country 
lose more than half a mil¬ 
lion jobs in November 
alone, would worsen be¬ 
fore it gets better. 

“As part of our economic 
recovery package, what 
you will see coming out of 
my administration, right 
at the centre, is a strong 
set of financial regula¬ 
tions,” Obama said on 
NBC’s Meet the Press. 

“Banks, ratings agencies, 
mortgage brokers, a whole 
bunch of folks (will) start 
having to be much more 
accountable and behave 
much more responsibly.” 

Obama, who takes office 
on Jan. 20, began outlining

his economic recovery 
plan Saturday, saying he 
aims to create at least 2.5 
million new jobs by 2011 
and launch the largest U.S. 
infrastructure investment 
since the 1950s. 

He did not put a price 
tag on the plan, which ana¬ 
lysts say could cost at least 
$500 billion US. He howev¬ 
er acknowledged the costs 
would be “substantial” and 
would hike the budget 
deficit in the short term. 

“We’ve got to provide a 
blood infusion to the pa¬ 
tient right now to make 
sure the patient is stabi¬ 
lized,” Obama said, reuters

Why not bail 
out climate? 


SdenceMatters 


M any of you are 
working to re¬ 
cycle, reduce 
energy con¬ 
sumption, 

and improve the world for 
your families and neigh¬ 
bours. The collective impact 
of these many small efforts 
is making a big difference. 

Just think what you could 
do with $4.1 trillion! 

That’s how much the U.S. 
and 17 Western European 
countries are spending to 
bail out financial institu¬ 
tions involved in an eco¬ 
nomic crisis that began in 
the U.S. and soon reverber¬ 
ated around the world. (The 
final amount will likely be a 
lot more. It’s difficult to 
fathom such a large num¬ 
ber, but consider that one 
trillion seconds is about 
32,000 years!) To top it off, 
most of the details are se¬ 
cret; we don’t really know 
what the money is being 
used for — although it 
probably hasn’t stopped 
your retirement savings 
funds from plummeting. 

The effect on people in 
developing nations is even 
worse. Most of them didn’t 
have savings to begin with, 
and now the economic cri¬ 
sis, coupled with the effects 
of the climate crisis — in¬ 
cluding drought and food 
shortages — is causing 
more of our human family 
to suffer from extreme 
poverty and joblessness. 
Just think what they 


could do with $4.1 trillion! 

If we think we needn’t 
woriy about what happens 
to developing nations be¬ 
cause it isn’t affecting us, 
we should remind ourselves 
that, just as everything in 
nature is connected, so is 
everything in our global 
economic and political sys¬ 
tems. Increased internation¬ 
al job competition and re¬ 
duced export opportunities 
are just two of the smaller 
impacts mentioned in the 
IPS report. 

But the worst meltdown 
isn’t of the global economy. 
Another report, Climate 
Safety, from the Public In¬ 
terest Research Centre, 
shows the Arctic’s late-sum- 
mer ice is melting much 
faster than scientists previ¬ 
ously predicted and may 
disappear within three to 
seven years. The cascading 
consequences of such an 
event could be catastrophic. 

Just think what we could 
do with $4.1 trillion! 

Instead of giving compa¬ 
nies these huge sums of 
money so they can contin¬ 
ue business as usual, buy¬ 
ing and selling, merging, 
and paying their executives 
obscene salaries and bonus¬ 
es, we could put it toward 
renewable energy, sustain¬ 
able urban planning, and 
research into ways to lessen 
the impact of climate 
change — things that really 
would stimulate econo¬ 
mies. 

As citizens, we can and 
must do everything possible 
to keep our finite world 
alive and healthy.

She and her veterinari¬ 
an husband already 
owned a farm and had be¬ 
gun rescuing rabbits, hors¬ 
es and sheep. She got in¬ 
creasingly involved in ani¬ 
mal rights, and heard a 
speech from Dr. Jane 
Goodall at a conference; 
she said there were HIV¬ 
positive chimpanzees liv¬ 
ing in labs across North 
America who needed 
homes. 

Grow then volunteered 
to work with chimps at 
the University of Washing¬ 
ton. “I knew then that this 
was what I wanted to do.” 

She discovered a lab in 
New York State that was 
closing. Using her retire¬ 
ment savings, she built a 
10,000 square foot facility 
on her farm in early 2007. 
That fall, 15 chimps ar¬ 
rived; some of them had 
HIV.

To move, or not to move... for school

When starting university, 
the decision to stay at 
home or move to a new 
city is a major one. A fresh 
adventure in a new place 
has lots of merits, but 
comes at a price. 

Sebastian Vuong moved 
from Brampton, Ont., to 
Halifax to study medicine at 
Dalhousie University. While 
the Canadian Forces cov¬ 
ered his $5,000 moving bill, 
he says most medical stu¬ 
dents take out a $150,000 


line of credit to cover costs 
of living and tuition. He 
lives with two roommates 
from Brampton and they 
struggle to pay the bills. 

“They’ve stated that em¬ 
ployment here is not only 
more difficult to find, but 
earnings are less,” he said. 
“The cost of living is compa¬ 
rable to Brampton, and less 
than in Toronto.” 

Vuong doesn’t regret his 
decision. “I wouldn’t want 
to be anywhere else but 
here, learning everything I 
am. I’d never been to the 
east coast before my move, 
but I’ve quickly discovered 


that Halifax is a great city.” 

Dartmouth’s Andrew 
Murray on the other hand 
left Nova Scotia to take a 
communications degree in 
radio and television arts at 
Ryerson University in 
Toronto. 

“I definitely didn’t leave 
Halifax because I hate it, or 
anything,” the first-year stu¬ 
dent said. His main motiva¬ 
tion was the particular pro¬ 
gram offered at Ryerson. 
“The choice to leave home 
is a big decision. Education 
is a huge investment, and 
you’ve really got to sit down 
and think about it.” 


problem. Chimps can nat¬ 
urally fight the disease, 
and she just had to take 
extra care when near their 
blood or waste. More diffi¬ 
cult to handle was the 
chimps’ post-traumatic 
stress from life in the lab. 
“When I met them in the 
lab they were trying their 
best to be nice. But when I 
got them here, all hell 
broke lose,” she recalls. 

Chimps, which weight 
around 200 pounds each, 
are very strong and can 
become violent, even if 
they know and like you. 
Caregivers have been 
known to lose hands. 

In the early days, Grow 
worked mostly by herself, 
with the help of family 


members, and almost nev¬ 
er left the farm. Eventual¬ 
ly, thanks to media cover¬ 
age and several documen¬ 
taries, people started do¬ 
nating to the nonprofit 
she had created, the Fau¬ 
na Foundation, and she 
hired help. 

More than ten years lat¬ 
er, Grow, now 53, has a 
staff of ten and spends 
just three days a week in 
the chimp house. 

These days run from 
eight until five, with most 
of the time spent cooking 
— chimps start their day 
with smoothies and eat 
large quantities of a hu- 
man-lilce vegetarian diet. 
There’s also the cleaning 
of the cages, dealing with 


injuries and taking visi¬ 
tors around. Newcomers 
have little direct contact 
with the chimps — who 
don’t like strangers and 
can get violent. 

Grow has become very 
emotionally connected to 
her charges, six of which 
she’s seen pass away. She 
says some of her older res¬ 
idents like Tom and Sue 
Ellen feel like old, dear 
friends, while the newer 
chimps — she’s more re¬ 
cently rescued two from 
zoos, and now has a total 
of 13 — feel almost like 
her own children.

With over 50,000 jobs 
recently slashed at Ameri¬ 
ca’s biggest bank and the 
automotive industry 
spiralling ever deeper into 
debt, it’s hard not to worry 
about employment, or the 
lack thereof. 

But career services ex¬ 
perts in Canada say there 
are still jobs to be had for 
those with the right skills 
and the country’s employ¬ 
ment situation isn’t as bad 
as the headlines might sug¬ 
gest.
